SAN DIEGO — The diocesan Peace 
and Justice Commission is encouraging 
local Catholics to familiarize themselves 
with the U.S. bishops’ statement on 
political responsibility prior to the general 
election in November. 

Issued by U.S. bishops. prior to 
national elections since 1976, ‘‘Political 
Responsibility: Choices for the Future”’ 
describes the legitimate role for the 
church in the political order. 

It also provides a summary of the | 
National Conference of Catholic 
Bishops/U.S. Catholic Conference 
positions on 14 public policy issues, 
including housing, abortion, capital 
punishment, food and agriculture. 

In the statement the bishops “‘urge 
citizens to avoid choosing candidates 
simply on the basis of narrow self- 
interest. We hope that voters will examine 
the positions of candidates on the full 
range of issues, as well as their personal 
integrity, philosophy and performance.”’ 

The bishops noted that ‘‘a consistent 
ethic of -life should be the moral 
framework from which (Catholics) 
address all issues in the political arena. In 
this consistent ethic we address a 
spectrum of issues, seeking to protect 
human life and promote human dignity 
from the inception of life. 

‘‘As Americans who are both citizens 
and believers, Catholics are challenged to 
use the resources of their faith and the 
opportunities of this democracy to shape a

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Peace quest takes mother, daughter to USSR

SAN DIEGO — Maureen King and 
her daughter Michalyn, along with other 
members of Mothers Embracing Nuclear 
Disarmament (MEND), will travel to the 
Soviet Union Sept. 1-18 on a mission of 
peace. 

Sixteen San Diegans — five MEND 
mothers, eight of their children, two 
MEND staff members and a psychologist 
who will be studying children’s fear of 
nuclear war — will strive to better the 
relationship between the United States 
and the Soviet Union. 

The Americans’ visit is part of an 
exchange program that will involve a 
return visit by a group of Russian women 
and children next spring, said King, 
MEND’s executive director. 

According to MEND’s associates in the 
Soviet Union, there have been no official 
exchange programs to date that combined 
both mothers and daughters of the two 
superpowers. 

Although there is not a MEND chapter 
in the Soviet Union, the idea for the 
exchange came from the president of the 
Soviet Peace Committee who met with 
King and Linda Smith, MEND’s 
founder, during the recent summit in 
Washington, D.C. 

““There is a great hunger by the Soviet 
people to know more about the U.S. and 
its people,’’ said King, ‘‘and there has 
been a tremendous surge in citizen 
diplomats (traveling) to Russia.”’ 

“As an educational, non-partisan 
organization, MEND?’s mission is to 
inspire individuals to become effective 
participants in the effort to reduce the risk 
of nuclear war,’’ said King. 

Michalyn, a senior at the University of 
San Diego High School in Linda Vista, 
said the trip will be something she will not 
forget. 

To prepare for the trip, she has been 
reading about the history and culture of 
the Soviet Union. ; 

‘I want to have an open mind. Some 
say that’s impossible because of the way 
we (Americans) have been brought up, 
but I will try to be down-to-earth,’’ she. 
said. 

The. trip includes a brief stay in 
Moscow where the MEND contingent 
will participate in a variety of activities 
arranged by the Soviet Women’s

Committee, a non-governmental 
organization which promotes women’s 
labor, social and political activity in the 
USSR. 

Following their stay in Moscow, the 
mothers and daughters of both countries 
will take a week-long cruise on the Volga 
River. Through a series of small-group 
discussions, they will learn about each 
other and both countries, increasing 
individual and collective communication 
and trust, said King. 

Throughout the program, the focus will 
be on people-to-people contacts. 
Individuals will be encouraged to explore 
cities and towns on their own and to search 
out meetings with people, explained King.

King will not return to the United States 
with the MEND group. She will remain 
in the Soviet Union as a guest of the 
Soviet Peace Committee, participating in 
a series of talks. 

“You can bet MEND will have a voice at 
those talks,’’ stated King.

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The new breed 
of Catholic voter 


“The application of Gospel values to real situations is an essential work of the 
Christian community’? — U.S. Catholic Conference Statement on Political 
Responsibility 


Now that this summer’s nominating conventions have 
ended, the ball has moved into our court. Every 
American over the age of 18 now has to decide which 
candidate they’re going to vote for — Michael Dukakis or 
’ George Bush. 

Thirty years ago it was taken for granted that most 
Cathoics would vote for the Democratic candidate, but 
that is no longer the case. In the 1984 election, 55 percent 
of all Catholics voted Republican. It is doubtful President 
Reagan would have been elected had it not been for 
Catholics who previously voted Democratic. 

The Catholic vote is important for two reasons. The 
first is its size. About 28 percent of American voters call 
themselves Catholics, but the percentage who actually 
vote is even higher. In the 1986 election about 32 percent 
of the votes were cast by ‘Catholics. In this spring’s 
Democratic primaries 30 percent of the voters were 
Catholics. If these trends continue it means that roughly 
one in every three votes in this fall’s presidential election 
will be cast by a Catholic. 

The second reason is that Catholic voters have become 
remarkably independent. As a group we’re now part of 
what politicians call ‘‘the swing vote,’’ that portion of the 
electorate which can go either way. 

Since most elections are won by a few percentage 
points, swing voters decide most of them. In 1986 swing 
voters who had supported President Reagan voted for 


Democratic senatorial candidates and the result was that 
control of the Senate returned to the Democratic party. 

If the ‘‘old’’ Catholic voter could be described as 
somebody who always voted Democratic, the ‘‘new’’ 
Catholic voter has to be described as someone who has a 
mind of his or her own. But even though Catholic voters 
can no longer be taken for granted, there are still some 
things which can be said about them as a group: 

¢ Catholic voters are practical. They want results not 
promises, facts not slogans. They’re looking for 
candidates who are problem-solvers, and they don’t care 
which party they find them in. 

¢ Catholic voters are non-ideological. They don’t 
believe the theories of either the right or the left will work. 
They shy away from candidates who claim to know what 
the solutions are, even before they know what the 
problems are. 

¢ Catholic voters care about morality. Catholics take 
their religious beliefs into the voting booth with them. We 
may not believe in political dogmas, but we do believe in 
moral principles, and we believe they apply to politics. 

© Catholic voters are pro-life. Catholics care about 
abortion, but we’ve shown we care about people dying from 
bullets in Central America, or from starvation in 
Ethiopia. The polls indicate we’re very concerned about 
people dying in a nuclear war. 

The result is that Catholics as a group don’t fit into 
either the liberal or the conservative camp. As Bishop 
James Malone of Youngstown, Ohio, said a few years 
ago, ‘‘We confuse the pundits. They see us as liberals on 
nuclear issues and conservatives on family issues; with the 
Moral Majority on abortion and the ACLU on capital 
punishment.”’ 

What’s happened is that Catholics, who entered the 
political process as immigrants, have grown up. Instead 
of simply reacting to the options which somebody else put 
on the ballot, Catholics are now helping to determine the 
nation’s political agenda. It’s become very clear that if 
you want Catholics to vote for you, you’re going to have 
to deal with the issues Catholics care about, and you’re 
going to have to do it honestly and realistically. 

How the new Catholic voting patterns will affect 
American politics over the long run is impossible to 
predict, but for the present this much seems certain — the 
““new’’ Catholic voter will have a major voice in deciding 
who the next president of the United States is.

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Trash the credit cards? : 


Usury is asin that has probably not been included in your 
-examination of conscience for a long time, if ever. Simply 
stated, it is the charging of excess interest on a loan. 

Greek and Roman philosophers detested this crime, and 
Church Fathers felt that it gravely wounded the ideals of 
Christian charity. In fact, until the modern Industrial 
Revolution when money became a productive unit in 
manufacturing, money was considered ‘“‘sterile’’ and 
interest was permissible only in fairly rare instances. 

In the Old Testament, the lending of money to the poor 
without interest was considered a commendable practice. 
Can you imagine what this would do to our modern 
financial practices? 


Our Lord seems to have known of the use of interest as _ 


reported in the parable of the talents. We have to infer that 
his listeners understood it, too, and that he was not 
condemning it as such. 

But usury, in any case, concernsitself with the exaction of 
excessive interest in the practice of making a loan. What is 
“‘excessive’’? 

The federal government has recently raised loans to 
banks to 10 percent. Home mortgages and car loans are 
often higher than that. What the banks pay to their 
depositors is considerably lower than that. Always! 

- But what about credit cards? 

The current limit in California is now 18 percent plus an 
annual or monthly ‘“‘fee’’ for the use of the card. This 
already smells of usury to me. Now, Gov. Deukmejian has 
signed legislation which removes this cap from the credit 
cards. What is the matter with those folks in Sacramento — 
governor, legislators and lobbyists? 

Predictions are that interest rates on credit card 
purchases, other than those that are bank-sponsored, will 
quickly rise to 21 percent or even 24 percent. They could go 
even higher. 

That makes six or seven percent sales tax look like a real 
bargain. It also means that between the two taxes, your total

purchase prices could have almost one-third added to their 
total. 

By any definition, that smacks of usury to me. 

Who will benefit from this and who will be hurt? It seems 
obvious that the poorer and the middle class consumers will 
be hurt the most, with their buying power sharply curtailed. 
Estimates have put it as high as $150,000 per year as the bite 
that could be put into the consumer economy. 

If consumers have less to spend on goods they need or 
want, what happens to the manufacturers and to the people 
who work in that area? 

Who gains the most from this new bill that the governor 
signed? Shall we guess? The big money managers and those 
who live in the artificial world of high finance are the first to 
benefit. 

Will this money ‘‘trickle back down’’ into the economy? 
That sort of ‘‘voodoo economy”’ has not been noticeably 
successful in the past few years. 

Consumer advocates worry that thisis the worst blow that 
has been dealt to the consumer in the past few decades in 
California. And if this sets the pattern for the nation, as our 
state often does, we can expect usurious rates to become the 
norm, not the exception. 

There’s only one sure way to protest against this. Give up 
those credit cards! ‘‘They’’ are counting on our greed and 
that we cannot make do with what we have until we can save 
up for what we want and pay cash for it. All those people who 
want to do away with paper money and replace it with plastic 
credit cards do not have our interests at heart. 

Now is the time to trash the credit cards.

Catholic schools offer day care 


For thousands of Catholic elementary school students in 
California, it will be back to school from 7 to 6in September. 
For these students a day at Catholic school is no longer a 9 
a.m. to 3 p.m. experience. They are the children of parents 
who work outside the home and for whom day care is 
critically needed in the early morning and after school 
hours. 

While political parties and their candidates argue over 
alternative ways for government to alleviate the shortage of 
adequate day-care programs, California’s Catholic schools 
have done something concrete to meet the day care needs of 
an increasing number of families. Since 1985, more than 
300 California Catholic schools have expanded their 
operations to include extended day care services, usually 
called ‘‘extension programs.”’ : 

These Catholic schools have responded to the challenge 
posed by the American Catholic bishops in their 1986 
pastoral letter on the U.S. economy, which cited the 
“‘serious shortage of affordable, quality day care’’ and 
urged employers, government and private agencies to 
improve both the availability and quality of child care 
services. 

Usually open from 7 a.m. to 6 p.m. each day, Catholic 
school extension programs are professionally operated and 
serve working families, especially single-parent families. 
Programs are housed at school sites and make use of each 
school’s playground, gym, cafeteria, library and other 
facilities. Staffed by school employees-who must undergo 
criminal clearancy by the State Justice Department, the 


programs offer a variety of activities — arts and crafts, 
recreation, athletics, drama, nutrition and individual study 
opportunities. 


Though space for each extension program is contributed 
by the school, the programs are supported by fees from 
parents, which are usually considerably lower than fees 
charged by other comparable day-care providers. 


Whether located in the central city or in suburbia, what 
extension programs add up to are a solution to the situation 
of “latch key’’ children who would otherwise go to empty 
homes and apartments after school each day. By providing 
an 11-hour day at an affordable price, extension programs 
help to alleviate parents’ anxiety, and are beneficial to 
working families, to the schools themselves and to the 
educational growth and development of students. 

(There are 10 day-care programs in the San Diego 
diocese: St. Martin Academy, La Mesa; St. Pius X, Chula 
Vista; St. Francis of Assisi, Vista; Old Mission Montessori 
School, San Luis Rey; and in San Diego, Holy Family, 
Linda Vista; Nazareth School, Mission Valley; School of 
the Madeleine, Bay Park; Holy Spirit; Blessed Sacrament; 
and All Hallows, La Jolla.)

‘Texas bishop probes Marian ‘messages’

WASHINGTON — The ‘authenticity 
and significance’ of messages allegedly 
given by the Virgin Mary to three members 
of a Lubbock, Texas, parish will be 
investigated by a panel of specialists, said 
Bishop Michael J. Sheehan of Lubbock. 

One week after more than 12,000 people 
flocked to the parish expecting miracles on 
the feast of the Assumption, Bishop 
Sheehan told National Catholic News 
Service Aug. 22 that he was establishing the 
panel with the help of the National 
Conference of Catholic Bishops. 

None of the panel members had been 
named as of Aug. 22, he said in a telephone 
interview. 


The bishop also said he has asked Msgr. _ 


Joseph W. James, pastor of St. John 
Neumann Parish, to discontinue 
promoting and printing copies of the 


alleged messages which the three 


parishioners said they began receiving last 
March, 

Bishop Sheehan said he had been in 
touch with the Vatican Embassy in 
Washington concerning the so-called 
“rosary messages’’ and the planned 
investigation. 

The decision to form a special panel was 
based on an Aug. 17 unanimous 
recommendation by the diocesan 
presbyteral council, a group of priest- 
consultors, Bishop Sheehan said. 

The bishop said the investigating panel 
will include a psychiatrist or psychologist, 
which he said is ‘‘standard practice,”’ a 
theologian specializing in Mary, ‘‘a wise, 
prudent, older pastoral person,’’ a canon 
lawyer and ‘‘certainly a woman or several 
women.”’ 
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He said the panel would be given 
“‘pertinent written materials’? from the 
three parishioners, the pastor and others 
before convening in Lubbock to interview 
those involved. 

During. weekly Monday evening 
recitations of the rosary, 33-year-old Mary 
Constancio, Mike Slate, 38, and Theresa 
Werner, 33, have reported hearing 
messages from the Virgin Mary and, 
sometimes, from God. The messages urge 
prayer, fasting, penance and increased 


_ faith. 


The weekly messages, some of which are 
in Spanish, are typed and copied for 
distribution. More then 50,000 copies of 
the messages were given out during the 
daylong Aug. 15 celebration of the feast of 
the Assumption. ~ 

The major points church investigations 
look for with such occurrences include: that 
those involved are psychologically healthy, 
faithful to the church and lead moral lives; 
that the messages are consistent with 
church teaching; that the messages are not 
financially motivated; that people drawn to 
the site do not exhibited a collective 
hysteria; and that the experience leads to 
positive changes in people’s lives. 

Even when those conditions exist and a 
pope declares that the phenomenon may 
have a supernatural basis, the faithful are 
not required to believe in them. 

Bishop Sheehan, who before the 
messages began had said he would 
celebrate the close of the Marian year at St. 
John Neumann Aug. 15, decided not to 
attend because his presence could have 
been ‘‘misinterpreted as approval’’ of the 
messages. 

“I did not want to look like I was 
promoting something that had not been 
carefully investigated,’’ the bishop said.

In a July 25 statement, Bishop Sheehan 
said he was taking ‘‘a cautious attitude 
about the rosary messages’ and “‘I neither 


encourage people to participate in the. 


events nor do I discourage them.”’ 

At the same time he said the church’s 
tradition ‘‘is never to presume 
supernatural causes for things that can have 
natural explanations.”’ 

Bishop Sheehan said Aug. 22 that he 
asked Msgr. James and members of St. 
John Neumann to postpone plans for the 


“‘Queen of Mercy Peace Project,’’ aneffort 
to spread word of reported Marian 
apparitions in Medjugorje, Yugoslavia. 

Msgr. James had been to Medjugorje 
twice in the six months preceding the first 
reported message at his parish. He said he 
was cured of hypoglycemia while in the 
Yugoslavian village. 

“‘I want to discourage any further 
publicity, press and media coverage”’ of St. 
John Neumann’s, Bishop Sheehan said. 
““They need to be a parish again.”’ _

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Polish government agrees to labor talks “le

After strong criticism from the Polish 
bishops and Pope John Paul II, the Polish 
government has agreed to broad-based 
talksto resolve two weeks oflabor conflicts. 

But after ah emergency meeting of the 
Communist Party Central Committee, 
Polish authorities remained ambiguous as 
to whether they would agree to a major 
worker demand: legalization of.the 
independent union, Solidarity. 

It was also unclear whether Solidarity 
representatives would be allowed to join in 
the talks. 

There was doubt as to the effect of the 
Communist decision on protesting 
workers. Sporadic strikes were still 
reported in Poland Aug. 29, a day after the 
Communist Party decision. 

The Aug. 28 Communist meeting 
approved a resolution calling for wide 
discussions with social and political groups 
to resolve the current crisis. But a 
Communist Party spokesman said the 
discussions would not include 
representatives of illegal groups. However, 
the party hedged on whether Solidarity 
founder Lech Walesacould participate. 

Solidarity was made illegal after the 
declaration of martial law in December 
1981. 

‘Any one person can take part, but he 
cannot take part as the representative of an 
illegal organization,’’ said Jerzy Majka, 
Communist Party spokesman. 

The Communist meeting came after the 
Polish bishops backed the call for an 
independent union and the Polish-born 
pope criticized Poland’sone-party rule. 

The bishops also blamed the government 


for the labor unrest spawned by a series of - 


strikes, mostly in mines and shipyards. 
Polish police used force to break strikes at 
many sites. 

Strikers are asking for higher wages, 
economic reforms and legal recognition for 
Solidarity. 

The hierarchy, in an Aug. 26 statement, 
asked the government to end 
‘‘premeditated hypocrisy’’ and allow 
“union pluralism.”’ 

“It istime to put an end to the methods of 
terror and violence and listen to the 
responsible voices of all the citizens,’’ they 
said. 

“‘The strikes are the symptoms of a 
disease which has been aggravated for 
years,’’ they added in a 500-word 
statement. ; 

“The principal motive for the current 
sociopolitical situation resides in the 
violation of the rights and dignity ofhuman 
labor,’’ the bishops said. 

‘“The violation of these rights strikes the 
entire nation and endangers the security of 
thestate,’’ they added.

“It is necessary to seek ways to put into 
practice union pluralism,’’ they said. 

“Tt is necessary to entrust questions of 
state to competent people,’’ added the 
bishops. 

The bishops praised the August 1980 
agreement that established Solidarity as the 
first independent union movement in the 
Soviet bloc and which promised greater 
popular participation in economic and 
political decision-making. 

“‘The social accords, elaborated with 
such fatigue, and signed eight years ago, 
remain a task to be accomplished,’’ the 
bishops said. 

They did not offer to mediate between 
the government and dissident workers, but 
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pledged to support efforts to resolve the 
crisis: 

The bishops issued their statement after 
a meeting at the Shrine of Our Lady of 
Czestochowa, Polish patronness. 

Aug. 26 is celebrated in Poland as the 
feast day of the patronness. 

On the same day, the pope, during a 
Mass at his summer villa of Castel 
Gandolfo, 15 miles south of Rome, asked 
foranendtoelitist rule in Poland. 

“In a state, one group or one party 
cannot be sovereign at the expense of all the 
people and their rights,’’ the pope said to 
Polish pilgrims attending the Mass in 
honor of Our Lady of Czestochowa. 

Alluding to Poland’s place in the Soviet 
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bloc, the pope asked that his native land be 
allowed to solve its problems without 
outside interference. 

““As a society we wish to live by 
ourselves, manage our lives by ourselves, 
evolve and not regress on the road to social 
progress,’’ he said. 

The pope had previously expressed 
concern for the Polish situation. : 

On Aug. 21 he said he was ‘‘worried’’ by 
the labor unrest and asked that problems be 
solved based on non-violence, respect for 
human rights and respect for Poland as an 
““independentstate.”’

Asians up 


in Catholic 
schools 


SACRAMENTO — Saving taxpayers 
more than $750 million in public school 
costs, more than 242,000 youngsters in 
grades kindergarten through 12 will be 
educated in 730 California Catholic 
elementary and secondary schools this 
school year (1988-89). 


More than half of the students (50.3 
percent) will be children from minority 
families. The statewide percentage of 
minority enrollment will exceed that of 
California’s public schools (49.9 percent). 


The most dramatic change in ethnic 
composition of the state’s Catholic schools 
during the past five years (school years 
1983-84 to 1987-88) is a 34 percent 
increase in the number of Asian students 
(from 22,1990 to 29,674). The increased 
number of Asian students was reported by 
all 12 (arch)dioceses in the state at the 
elementary level and all but San 
Bernardino and San Diego at the 
secondary level. 


Asian students now account for 7.6 
percent, Hispanic students, 30 percent, 
American Indian students, .5 percent, 
and white (and ‘‘all other’’) students, 
49.7 percent. 


During the past five years, the number 
of non-Catholics enrolled in the state’s 
Catholic schools increased by 7.2 percent 
(from 28,465 to 30,513). In the 1987-88 
school year, non-Catholic students made 
up 12.6 percent of Catholic school 
enrollment statewide. 

More than 50 percent of the state’s 605 
Catholic elementary schools will provide 
before-and-after-school day care for 
children of working parents. 


Parishes to lease land for remedial education sites

BROOKLYN, N.Y. — Three parishes 
in the Brooklyn Diocese will lease land to 
the New York City Board of Education in 
an attempt to get remedial school assistance 
for students attending parochial schools. 

Holy Cross, St. Teresa’s and St. Rita’s 
will all rent parts of their schoolyards to the 
board so that classroom space, known as 
stationary instructional units, can be set up 
on those sites. 

Each unit will include two classrooms 
and space fora guidance counselor. 

The program, announced by the board 
of education in August, was the diocese’s 
latest attempt to comply with the 1985 U.S. 
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Supreme Court ruling, Aquilar vs. Felton, 
which ruled that the presence of a public 
school teacher in a Catholic school 
classroom was a violation of the principle of 
separation of church and state. 

While’ the court ruled that instructors 
could not teach in church-related 
buildings, even if they were devoid of 
religious symbols, it also ruled that needy 
parochial schoo] students are still entitled to 
the program, which is administered by the 
federal government’s Chapter I funds. 

Since the Supreme Court ruling, public 
school boards and dioceses have been 
searching for a constitutional method of 
teaching remedial mathematics and 
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reading to low-income students who attend 
church-related schools. 

The New York board of education has 
been experimenting with mobile 
instructional units which are parked 
outside parish schools so that students can 
attend the remedial courses. 

But, according to Father Michael 
Hardiman, an associate superintendent of 
the Brooklyn diocesan Office of Catholic 
Education, ‘‘We suggested to the board 
that it look into the stationary instructional 
units because they seemed to be more 
practical.’’ 

Father Hardiman said each mobile van 


costs the board $107,000 per year to 
maintain. 

When the board agreed to explore this 
possibility it studied sites in the 
Archdiocese of New York, the Brooklyn 
Diocese and in the Jewish community and 
decided that the three parish sites in 
Brooklyn best fit the criteria. 

Father Hardiman said the other sites 
lacked the necessary yard space and that the 
board insisted that sites not be too close to 
the school building. 

Under the agreement the parishes will 
lease the spaces and the board of education 
will be responsible for them.

enacted plant closing law which gives 
workers and their communities 60 days’ 
notice of major layoffs. 

He also expressed support for the 
Family and Medical Leave Act which 
protects the jobs of workers who take time 
off to care for a new child or a seriously ill 
family member. 

In his address, Bishop Sullivan 
summarized the Catholic Church’s 
remedy for unemployment, as explained 
in Pope John Paul’s 1981 encylical “‘On 
Human Work’’ and in the U.S. bishops’ 
document ‘‘Economic Justice for All: 
Pastoral Letter on Catholic Social 
Teaching. and the U.S. Economy.”’ 

The encyclical states that work is both a 
duty and a right: ‘‘Man must work both 
because the Creator has commanded it 
and because of his own humanity, which 
requires work in order to be maintained 
and developed.”’ 

The 1986 economics pastoral calls 
employment “‘a basic right which protects 
the freedom of all to participate in the 
economic life of society.’’ The letter 
further states that “‘full employment is the 
foundation of a just economy.’ 

The U.S. bishops place responsibility 
for achieving full employment on a 


—eoncerted effort of government, private 


firms and small businesses. 

‘Government should coordinate general 
economic policies and create job 
programs ‘‘targeted on the long-term 
unemployed and those with special 
needs,”’ the letter states. 

‘Such programs can take the form of 
direct public service employment and also 
of public subsidies for employment in the 
private sector.’’ The government cost of 
employing people with low skills would be 
offset .by decreased welfare and 
unemployment insurance, the bishops 
“state. _ 

They also advocate coordinating 
employment policies with fiscal policies 
such as federal spending, tax and interest 
rates, in order to control inflation. 

In addition, the pastoral recommends 
‘fexpansion of job-training and 
apprenticeship programs in the private 
sector administered and supported jointly 


by business, labor unions and 
government.’’ 
The economics pastoral, which 


received input from economists across the 
nation during its five-year preparation 
period, has sparked debate among 
Catholics and non-Catholics. 

Dr. Raford Boddy, an economics 
professor at San Diego State University, 
agrees with the pastoral’s premise that

people to have access to goods and 
services’’ through employment, he said. 

Boddy called the welfare system 
insufficient for unemployed people’s 
needs. ‘‘It’s important for people to feel 
that they have earned their way,”’ he said. 

However, Boddy believes the 
government should assume full 
responsibility ‘“‘to hire everyone who is 
willing and able to work,’’ and pay them 
“‘a basic justice wage.’’ He advocates 
denying welfare benefits to ‘‘able-bodied 

* people.’’ ; 

Although this would increase the 
““government sector of the total 
economy,’’ Boddy believes the additional 
taxable income generated would offset the 
government expense of creating jobs. He 
also thinks “‘governments should carry 
out employment expenditures ... ‘‘under 
the constraint of balanced budgets.”’ 

He considers it ‘‘improbable for the 
private sector to ensure full employment 
because of its need for profit.”’ 

Dr. Robert O’Neil, associate dean of 
the School of Business at the University of 
San Diego, does not consider 
employment a basic right. If it were, 
“‘workers could demand jobs,”’ he said. 

Nor does O’Neil believe 
employment possible in a democratic 
society. The only country with ‘‘zero 
unemployment is the Soviet Union ... 
where people are sent to Siberia for 
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full 


idleness,’’ he said. Socialistic countries, 
such as Sweden and Norway, have low 
unemployment rates, he added. 

O’Neil does not believe the 
“government is the employer of last 
resort.’” Rather, the government must 
adopt policies that help provide 
employment, such as offering tax 
incentives to the private sector for 


creating jobs. 


““The extent of. government 


‘intervention should depend on economic 


circumstances,’’ he said. The 
government should create jobs only under 
“‘desperate’’ circumstances, such as the 
Great Depression of 1929 which saw high 
unemployment rates, O’ Neil explained. 
He said Franklin Delano Roosevelt’s 
New Deal, initiated in 1933, was needed 
to create jobs, although this program has

received ‘‘mixed reports.’’ 

O’Neil contrasted the New Deal with 
President Ronald Reagan’s emphasis on 
“‘deregulation’’ of private businesses. 

He said the president’s bill to cut taxes 
in 1981 was a “‘fiscal stimulus to bolster 
the economy”’ by increasing consumers’ 
spending power and thus _ increase 
business and provide the need for more 


jobs. 

‘*Policies which. tend: to reduce 
unemployment also tend to increase 
inflationary pressures,’’ O’Neil said, 


citing the 1982 recession caused by high 
interest rates and high unemployment. 
The ensuing lowered production led to 
falling interest rates and rising 
unemployment, he added. _

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Priests, nuns help keep 
peace during protest 
against U.S. bases

OLONGAPO CITY, Philippines 
Priests and nuns helped keep peace as 
opponents of U.S. military bases protested 
and confronted other Filipinos, mostly bar 
workers, who want the sailors to stay. 

The Aug. 14 confrontation. involved 
about 2,000 protesters from Angeles City, 
home of the U.S. Clark Air Base, ina clash 
with bar girls, waiters and performers who 
carried banners declaring, ‘‘We are 
peaceful in Olongapo. We don’t want 
trouble. Getoutofhere!’’ 

Earlier in the month, priests of the Iba 
Diocese — where Subic Bay naval base is 
located — issued a statement criticizing the 
government for ‘‘doinglittle ornothing’’ to 
stop child prostitution near the naval base, 
about 85 miles northwest of Manila. 

During the Aug. 14 protest, Olongapo 
nightclub owners reportedly ordered bar 
girls and waiters into the streets and ferried 
them in trucks to demonstrate in favor of 
the bases as anti-base protesters 
approached the main gates. 


Police then asked the priests and 


Religious accompanying the anti-base 
group to help separate the opposing forces. 

The protesters had a permit to 
demonstrate, said Father Tito Paez of 
Angeles City, head of the anti-bases 
Central Luzon Alliance for Peace. 

Crowds blocked the national highway 
leading into Olongapo for four hours. 

The United States and the Philippines 
are reviewing the Military Bases 
Agreement, which expiresin 1991. 

. Opponents of the bases note that the 
U.S. presence has ill effects: nuclear arms, 
prostitution and diseases. Archbishop 
Oscar V. Cruz of San Fernando — the 
archdiocese in which Clark Air Base is 


located — has said none of the proposals for 
the future of the sites offers a viable 
economic alternative for the people who 
liveintheareas. , 

In a statement issued Aug. 1, Iba 
diocesan priests said it was not easy to 
establish how many children are involved 
in prostitution in the Subic Bay area, since 
government doeslittle to stop it and tends to 
downplay the danger on grounds that the 
problemisa ‘‘product ofthe mass media.”’ 

However, many of Olongapo City’s 
‘*street children,’’ who private agencies 
estimate to number about 3,000, are 
believed to be involvedin the practice. 

The priests said that, according to the 
United Nations, child prostitution is on the 
rise everywhere in the world, even thoughit 
isoutlawedin every country. 

The priests’ statement said that “‘if we 
are not to speak out on behalf of the ‘little 
ones,” we are not worthy to be called 
followersofChrist.”’ 

They documented several cases of child 
prostitution, including: 


@ In 1983, 18 children were discovered 
to have been sexually abused by U.S. 
military personnel. 

e In 1987, Rosario Baluyot, a 12-year- 
old girl, died of an infection caused by a 
sexual device used by an Austrian tourist. 
The trial was coming to a close, but a 
judgment couldtake months. 

e@ In 1988, several children were taken 
from Olongapo- to the tourist town of 
Pagsanjan, where they were sold to 
prostitution rings. 


The priests’ statement asked the 
government to change the age limit for 
statutory rape to 16 and to stiffen penalties 
for those found guilty of organizing or using 
child prostitutes.

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Nicaragua observers less optimistic on peace

WASHINGTON — A year after the 
signing of the Central America peace plan 
in Esquipulas, Guatemala, Catholic 
observers appear less optimistic about 
achieving anegotiated peace in Nicaragua. 

Yet those who in the past opposed U.S. 
financing of the Nicaraguan Resistance, 
known as contras, remain firm in their 
convictions, as do those who supported 
contra aid. 

Interviews by National Catholic News 
Service in August showed that even 
opponents of contra aid believe the United 
States must continue to play a role in 
Nicaragua’s future — although they 
disagree with proponents on the kind of 
role. 

Interviews also indicated continued 
disagreement among Catholic observers in 
Nicaragua and the United States on 
motives of the ruling Sandinista Party, 
which came to power in 1979 after a 
revolution that toppled the regime of 
dictator Anastasio Somoza. 

““As Christians we may never lose hope 
for peace ... but there has been a 


-retrogression since the advances of 


Esquipulas,’’ Msgr. Bismarck Carballo, 
director of Nicaragua’s Radio Catolica, 
said in a telephone interview from 
Managua. 

Freeing political prisoners and ending 
pressure on the mediaare steps that must be 
taken by the Sandinistas before dialogue 
between government and rebels can be 
renewed, he said. 

Dawn Martin, a lobbyist for Network, a 
Washington-based Catholic social justice 
lobby that continues to oppose contra 
funding, called restrictive measures taken 
by the Nicaraguan government in July 
‘very unfortunate ... no one wants to be 
seen as supporting a government that 


imposes strict restrictions on the press.”’ 

Martin said Nicaragua President Daniel 
Ortega must have been aware of the 
political consequences of his decision to 
restrict the media but said he issued the 
measures ‘“‘to stop something he saw as 
potentially more dangerous.’’ 

The peace plan was signed by the 


‘ presidents of five Central American 


nations Aug. 7, 1987. 

After its signing the Nicaraguan 
Resistance and the Nicaraguan 
government began peace talks. Ortega 
asked Managua Cardinal Miguel Obando 
Bravo to mediate. 

But on March 2, in a surprise move, 
Ortega proposed direct, top-level cease-fire 
negotiations with the contras to take place 
in Nicaragua without a mediator. Cardinal 
Obando Bravo was informed that his role as 
mediator was over. 

On June 9 the renewed cease-fire talks in 
Managua broke down. 

Alleged incidents of police brutality at a 
July 10 opposition rally in the Nicaraguan 
town of Nandaime, Ortega’s July 11 
crackdown on the media, including Radio 
Catolica, and the expulsion of the U.S. 
ambassador left many in the United States 
who have consistently opposed aid to the 
contras wondering why the Nicaraguan 
leader appeared to be trying to sabotage 
their efforts. 

The Reagan administration responded 
to Ortega’s actions by immediately ousting 
Nicaraguan Embassy officials from 
Washington and calling the actions proof 
Nicaragua had given up on the peace 
process. 

Nicaraguan Bishop Pablo Antonio Vega 
of Juigalpa Prelature, who now lives in 
Miami, said in an interview he sees no hope 
in negotiations between the contras and the 
Nicaraguan government. 

The July crackdown on the press and 
alleged police brutality show the 
‘‘weakness of the Sandinistas,’’ according 
to Bishop Vega. He said the steps taken do 
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not indicate a change in attitude by the 
Sandinistas as some have suggested. 

Bishop Vega was exiled by the 
Nicaraguan government in 1986 for 
allegedly using his public position to side 
with the contras. In 1987 he was told he 
could return but instead he has settled in 
Miami, where he ministers to the city’s 
Nicaraguan community. 

On the other hand, Jesuit Father 
William Callahan, co-director of the 
Quixote Center, a national Catholic peace 
and justice organization based near 
Washington, said the peace process has 
continued because of what he termed the 
Nicaraguan government’s rapid 
compliance with terms of the peace plan 
and eagerness to negotiate with the contras. 


The peace process has not died “‘despite 
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the best efforts of the (U.S) administration 
to stop it,’’ Father Callahan said, citing 
what he said were Reagan administration 
efforts to “‘economically penalize’’ Costa 
Rica for proposing the plan and to 
eliminate the ‘‘more moderate element’”’ 
among contra leadership. 

He said the Nicaraguan ousting of U.S. 
Ambassador Richard H. Melton was 
warranted considering “‘the open way 
Melton was agitating. He made no bones 
about’’ his contacts with Nicaraguan 
opposition leaders.

Film depicts evil of racism

Betrayed is an intriguing attempt to 
explore some contemporary political issues 
through the melodramatic form of a 
romantic thriller. Though the thrills and 
the romance are only intermittently 
involving, the story’s political dimensions 
helptake uptheslack. 

The movie opens with a hard-edged 
sequence depicting the assassination of a 
Chicago talk-show host by a home-grown 
terrorist organization of superpatriots. 
Their victim is left spray-painted with the 
injtials ‘‘ZOG’’ (Zionist Occupation 
Government), the name given by the 
terrorists to those they believe are behind a 
supposed plotto destroy America. 

This opening thrusts viewers into a world 
of thinly veiled fiction based on such 
troubling actualities as the murder several 


> years ago of a-radio host by an American 


neo-Nazi group: It is the shadowy world of 
hate groups: — white supremacists, anti- 
Semites and secret fascist cults. The 


. fictional narrative that follows, however, 


fails to create a credible human dimension 
for this netherworld. 


The central character is Katie (Debra ~ 


Winger), a federal undercover agent trying 
to link the Chicago assassination with 
leading suspect Gary (Tom Berenger), a 
Nebraska farmer. Taking ajob on his farm 
as a combine operator, Katie insinuates 


-herself into Gary’s company after hours - 


and, quite unexpectedly, falls in love with 
him. 

The little farming community of which 
she becomes a part seems on the surface to 
be a wholesome, church-going, family- 
oriented stereotype of Middle America. 
She soon discovers underneath that 
innocent surface a breeding ground of 
racist hatred and conspiracy. 

Further complicating matters is the 
jealousy of Katie’s superior (John Heard), 
a former lover who now coldly jeopardizes 
her life by insisting she stay in this 
dangerous community until she finds the 
evidence to convict Gary ofmurder. 

After a harrowing scene in which Gary 
tries to force Katie to kill a defenseless black 
man, the psychological credibility for her 
continuing to feel sympathy for this 
warped, dangerous killer borders on 
silliness. Scenes such as this, however, 
make quite convincing Katie’s 
vulnerability as an undercover agent whose 
lifeisontheline. _ 


‘Woman to Woman’ brings 


WOMAN TO WOMAN: Conversations 
with Mary by Jeannette Cooper; Notre 
Dame, Ind., Ave Maria Press, 1988.

Somewhere between adolescence and 
the diaper stage of motherhood many 
American women lost the relationship 
they had with the Mary of their 
childhood. Known then as ‘‘Mediatrix of 
all Grace,’’ ‘‘Queen of Heaven and 
Earth,’’ and ‘‘Seat of Wisdom,”’ the titles 
didn’t seem relevant to life in the 20th 
century. 

‘“‘Woman to Woman’’ is a ‘‘coming 
home’’ reading experience to reacquaint 
the reader with Mary on a new level. 
beyond the 
childhood images and Mary’s official 
titles to bring us to a level of friendship 
with Mary. 

As the title conveys, she speaks to Mary 
as ‘‘Woman to Woman.’’ Cooper’s style 
is relaxed and her tone conversational, 
focusing on the different phases of a 
woman’s life and finding a parallel in 
Mary’s life. 

In one vignette, Cooper finds Mary in 


today’s frightened pregnant and single 
young woman who confides in her. In 
another, Mary relates to a family who has 
discovered one of its own has contracted 
leprosy after attending the funeral of a 


20th century ‘‘leper,’’ an AIDS victim. 
Feeling a loss during the months 
following the death of her own mother, 
readers get a picture of Mary mourning 
the loss of her mother, Anne. Through 
this book Mary becomes a source of 
strength for single parents, grieving 
widows and concerned parents pacing the 
floor at 2 a.m. imagining the worst 
reasons why their son has not come home. 
Mary is presented as a woman of 
community. She ministers to and seeks 
courage from her faith community. 
Cooper portrays her as a woman whose 
virtues were not bestowed on her from 
above, but were developed by doubts, fears 
and frustration, working through them to 
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As he did in his 1982 movie, ‘‘Missing,”’ 
director Constantin Costa-Govras imparts 
a credibly realistic veneer to the 
proceedings and elicits solid performances 
from a very capable cast. The result is 
flawed, however, by the implausibility of 
the romance that is at the heart of Joe 
Eszterhas’ script. 

The violence perpetrated by any kind of 
extremist hate group is a matter of public 
concern and deserves screen treatment. 
Though the movie depicts such violence 
and the thinking behind it, it clearly shows 
it to be morally evil as well as politically 
bankrupt. 

Any movie that features racist 
rationalizations for violence is potentially 
dangerous. Though Costa-Gavras 
carefully emphasizes the irrationality 
behind such extremist movements, the 
subject is entirely inappropriate for the 
young andimpressionable. 

The films also contains some intense 
graphic violence, implied illicit sex, racial 
slurs and rough language.

A few hours before the first scheduled 
viewing of the film Aug. 26, workers at 
Cineplex-Odeon’s Centre theater in Salt 
Lake City discovered the film reel missing 
and slashes in the lower part of the screen. 

The film reel was found, ruined, in a 
pile on the basement floor. Police believe 
the vandals remained in the theater after a 
late movie the previous evening. 

The first showing was canceled, but 
another copy of the film was obtained and 
the screen was repaired in time for a 5 
p-m. showing. 

By the time the film opened, hundreds 
of people were in line and police officers 
had erected a barricade to separate film- 
goers from the few film protesters. Police 
also searched the bags of people entering 
the theater. 

When the movie opened in nine North 
American cities Aug. 12, security was 
beefed up at the theaters owned by 
Cineplex-Odeon, a financial backer of the 
Universal Pictures’ film directed by 
Martin Scorsese.

more just society and a more peaceful 
world,’’ Bishop Leo T. Maher stated in a 
May letter to priests in the Diocese of San 
Diego. 

‘‘Because of the important contribution 
that Catholics can make in shaping the 
debate’’ on the 14 policy issues addressed 
in the political responsibility statement, 
Bishop Maher has designated Oct. 2 as 
Political Responsibility Sunday. He is 
encouraging parishes to have voter 
registrations after Masses on that day. 

Jeanne Ertle, Peace and Justice 
Commission staff person, said the group 
will sponsor several workshops dealing 
with some of the 14 policy issues. 

Ertle noted that the commission’s 
gatherings will focus on issues, not 
candidates. 

“It’s not legal for (church groups) to be 
partisan. We can’t support one 
candidate,’’ she explained. ‘‘All we can 
do is tell people each candidate’s position 
on each issue and the Catholic teaching 
on that issue.”’ 

She added that the commission’s 
workshops will focus on the full slate of 
issues articulated in the political 
responsibility statement — not just on a 
‘single issue such as abortion. 

Ertle said a number of diocesan 
parishes are helping members become

better informed on the issues by inserting 
excerpts from the bishops’ statement into 
their parish bulletins. 

Commission members are available to 
help parish groups disseminate 
information on the political responsibility 
statement and to assist with voter 
registration, she said. 

The commission also hopes people 
from throughout the diocese will attend 
the three upcoming workshops, she said. 

A panel of local experts will address 
some of the root causes of homelessness 
and the housing crisis and describe the 
emergency response network in San 
Diego during a Sept. 10 workshop at 
Good Shepherd parish, Mira Mesa, she 
said.

‘‘This workshop will provide an

disarmament/arms control and foreign 
intervention in light of Catholic social 
teaching, Ertle said. 
Incumbents’ voting records and 
candidates’ records in these areas will also 
be addressed at the workshop, she said 
While Network may be criticized for 
not making abortion a workshop topic, 


Ertle noted the Network staff believes the 


church’s position on abortion is well 
known and well represented. Network 
tries to complement rather than duplicate 
the work of other groups, she explained.
